of brass cannon, one hundred of which were in 
a state for immediate service. Well constructed 
furnaces for casting guns afd shot ; an immense 
quantity of hand grenades shot and shell of all 
sizes, made of pewter; and a considerable store 
of copper, lead and zinc, were discovered. All 
the cannon are of brass, and in addition to these, 
and stores of muskets, swords, pistols, &c , there 
were found two mortars, a description of which, 
with other particulars, we subjoin :

SLAVERY. 


From the British Emancipator of November 27, 

A double paper affords us the opportunity of 
giving at length the report of the Aunual Meet- 
ing of the Birmingham Anti-Slavery Society, 
which was held in the ‘Town-hall in that borough, 
on the 20th instant. ‘The very numerous at- 
tendance and the high interest excited show that 
the anti-slavery cause is rooting itselfeven more 
deeply in the hearts of the people, now that its 
immediate triumph has been won, This meet- 
ing has a cheering aspect on the hopes of the 
slave all over the world. A touching mention 
by Dr. Horny of the ten millions of slaves under 
British owey ie dedie, lod Mr. Seonre (whore 
enthusiastic reception nobly indicated the esti- 
mate which his countrymen have formed of his 
self-denying philanthropy) to a well-timed ap- 
peal on that melancholy subject, in which he 
laid hold, both of Dr, Lusuincron, who gave a 
pledge of a parliamentary effort at the last meet- 
ing of the same society, and of Sir ARDLEY 
Witmor, who now gave a similar pledge tor 
himself. Not the least important address, how- 
ever, was thatof Mr. Keep, an abolitionist of 
the United States, and one of a deputation to 
this country from the Oberlin Lustitution in O- 
hio. So highly do we honor the plain-spoken 
fidelity of those men, so important do we deem 
it that the facts stated by Mr Keer should pro- 
minently, appear on his authority, that we in- 
troduce here that portion of his speech which 
relates to the afflictive aud revolung topic of 
slavery among his countrymen. 


With regard to his own country, the meeting 


would probably wish to know something in regard 
to American Slavery. (Hear.) He would, 
therefore, in the first place, lay before them the 
single fact, that in that country one-sixth of the 
pupulation were considered and treated in law 
and practice as goods and chattels. (Hear, hear.) 
Any one who examined this fact would come to 
the conclusion that such a state of things must 
give birth to untold evils. Out of the twenty-six 
states of the Union, thirteen were slave holding 


states; and with regard to the government of 


the country, such was its arrangement that there 
could be no national effort in favor of the eman- 
cipation of the negro. Slavery was a state con- 
cern; but while he said this, he rejoiced in the 
fact that it formed no portion of the American 
constitution. In theory they were not a nation 
of slaveholders, but, in practice he was pained 
to say that the result was very different. (Hear, 
hear.) ‘lhe rev. gentleman here referred to: the 
representative system of the American goyern- 
ment, by which a most unjust and preponderating 
influence was given tothe holders of slaves, who 
were thus enabled to keep on the floor of the 
Senate-house twenty-five representatives, who

Views of Abraham Booth upon Slavery. 

The sentiments of distinguished Christian 
men are the property of the Church, aud these 
sentiments, though their authors have long slum- 
bered in the dust, continue to burn, and will, 
while reason sways the heart, or the Bible is re- 
garded as the truth of God. Asranam Boorn, 
was a distinguished Baptist Minister of London; 





upon the question of Slavery, in a sermon on the 
“Commerce in Human Species,” &c. which he 
preached in London, Jan. 29, 1792. Mr. Booth 
is regarded by Baptists as a standard anthor, and 
his sentiments are entitled to a candid considera- 
tion. Our object in this article, is to present a 
few extracts from this sermon, which exhibit the 
views of this great and good man upon the main 
question of negro Slavery. 

1. Ffis views as to the time when this subject 
should be discussed; the Lord’s day.— That 
slavery, against which I am going to plead is not 
of a civil or political kind, but entirely of a per- 
sonalnature. For, though it is much to be wish- 
ed that liberty, in a civil or political sense, may 
be enjoyed and flourish, without licentiousness—

But has 
he not stated the doctrine of Jesus, in the senten- 
ces we have quoted? Jesus himself teaches us 
that the Sabbath was made for man, and not 
man forthe Sabbath. Surely, then, a discussion 
and contemplation of the condition of three mill- 
ions of our American people, in reference to the 
claims of “ moral justice, benevolence and: hu- 
manity,” on their behalf, in the language of Mr. 
Booth, is ‘‘ completely consistent with the com- 
mands of the divine law, the grace of the glorious 
gospel, aud the sOLEMNITIES OF PUBLIC WoR- 
SHIP.” 

2. His views of the right or wrong of slavery. 
—Criminals may be held in a state of involuntary 
servitude, or state of slavery, as he says, “in a 
strict and proper sense, that they may be an ex- 
ample to others, and compensate, as far as lies m 
their power, the injuries done to society, by an 
abuse of their own liberty. Yet even in this 
case, holding their posterity, not guilty of simi- 
lar crimes, in a state of slavery, would be a fla- 
grant violation of justice ; for such are coimplete- 
ly entitled to personal freedom.”

“ Supposing the lawfulness of purchasing and 
enslaving our innocent fellow creatures were 
granted, it would he natural to ask, For whom is 
it lawful, and on what description of unoffending 
persons does the exercise of that despotic right 
fall? Is it lawful for the English, the French 
Europeans in general, to buy and enslave the 
Africans? But whence did they, rather than 
those very Africans, derive that dreadful right ? 
I say dreadful rigit. For the idea of any indi- 
vidual, or any people, possessing authority to 
treat the innocent as if they were flagitiously

I demand, is that authority derived? From the 
Europeans professing Christianity, the Africans 
in question being pagans?

‘Must the right under consideration, then, 
be inferred from what is called the law of Nature? 
But that is the same in Africa asit is in Europe 
—entirely the same all over the globe. Accord- 
ing to this law, be the station of an innocent ne- 
gro ever so obscure, his poverty ever so great, 
his manners ever so rude, or his mental capaci- 
ties ever so contracted, he has an equal claim to 
personal liberty with any man upon earth. For 
the rights of humanity being common to the 
whole of our species, are the same in every part 
of our world.” 

3. His test of the principles of slaveholding 
with the golden rule of the gospel. 

* All things whatsoever ye would that men 
should do unto you, do ye even so to them,” is 
another of our Lord’s precepts. This admirably 
just and comprehensive command, requires each 
of us to treat every man, as we might reasona- 
bly wish every one to treat us, were situations 
and circumstances reversed, It considers every 
man AS A MAN, and requires that he be so treat- 
ed. It impartially views every man as having 
capacities, feclings, and. ri peculiar to his 
own species ; and it forbids those capacities to 
be insulted by degradation, those feelings by un- 
merited pain, those rights by injustice. But is 
not the horrid MAN-TRADE, and the detestable con- 
nection in which it stands, a manifest outrage on 
this salutary precept? He, therefore, who 
dares to vindicate such conduct, might, on his 
own principles, be justly kidnapped, bought and 
sold, for a similar state of slavery. For who, 
among all the traders of men and holders of 
slaves, would think himself treated with equity, 
were he, after having been kidnapped by a vil- 
lain, to find his bones and sinews, his bowels and 
blood, exposed to sale, and actually purchased 
by one whose profession it was to trade in per- 
sons of men? Ezek. 27:13. ‘The very thought 


yet if any man upon earth deserves to be so treat- 
ed it must be he who has made it his business to 
buy and to enslave his innocent fellow crea- 
tures.” 

Such were the sentiments of this great and 
good man upon the great question of slavery ; 
and they are worthy of the name of Abraham 
Booth. He justly stigmatizes the system of 
holding in abject bondage, innocent men and 
women, “as shocking to reason, to conscience, 
and to common sense”’—* as unjust and cruel, 
barbarous and savage’—“horrid” in its opera- 
tions,‘ and in all its connections.” And it was 
the bold anuunciation and defence of his views 
on this subject, which, in connection with oth- 
ers, has corrected the public sentiment of Eng- 
land, and achieved the emancipation and free- 
dom of her half a million enslaved subjects. 
And the ball is still in motion; immutable truth 
shall accelerate its velocity. ‘I'he name of Abra- 
ham Booth will be remembered, when the names 
of tyrants and haughty oppressors are whelmed 
in common dust.

From a gentleman long residing in Cuba, we 
have recently obtained the following statements. 

The papell of Cuba, now about one mill- 
ion. 40 estates blong to resident Americans, 
and were lately purchased. Some of the Span- 
iards think our comntrymen are emigrating to 
Cuba, with a view to take ultimate possession, a 
la ‘Texas.
